There 16 at the present time an inter- 


esting bill before the Georgia legislature, 
and IB entitled, "A bill to regulate the 
manner of conducting educational in- 
stitutions ia this state and to protect tho 
rights ot colored and white people and 
provide penalties for the infraction o! 
this act." It provides that no school or 
other educational institution conducted 
for tho education of colored people shall 
receive aa a pupil any white person, and 
that no school or educational institution 
conducted for tho education of white 
people shall receive as a pupil any col- 
ored

the sot shall be guilty of .misdemeanor! 
punishable by a fimi cot to exceed 31,000 
imprisonment not to eiceed six monthsi 
or work on a chain-gang not to exceed 
twelve months, any or all, in tho discre- 
tion of tho court. If the institution is 
chartered, not only the teachers, tut tho

That there should bo such slight vnriulions 


as tiro hero shown in tho casualties on tbo 
railroads of un entiro nation in a whole you; 
will bo surprising to tho average nowspapei 
reader. If the figures were taken for eudi of 
the ten or twelve years immediately preceding 
1SS3 tho changes would doubtless bo found to 
be equally slight. When it is borne in mint 
that tho nutnber of iniies of railroad isi opera 
tion in tho United Kingdom is about- 10,000 
and tlmt tho aggregate of tho trips mado am 
tho persons moved is equal to sonic bundredb 
of millions of people carried in each year, tin 
uniformity i:» number of killed and injured 
is remarkable. Alike uniformity is showi 
by tho statistics of casualties on the railroad 
of tho United States and other countries 
Tbis uniformity, too, becomes closer in pro 
portion as tho number of years or o£ countrie 
grouped together is increased.

It will bo difficult to account for this 
strango numerical uniformity except upon 
Mr. Buckle's theory of the exist-once of law 
to govern all events of tho kind, 


This law of invariability will bo found to 


govern all social movements find manifesta- 
tions. It' ISSfj Is compared with 1SSG or 1SS4, 
or if 1SS7 or 1SSS, when completed, should bu 
compared with any one of tho years liiiru 
named, tho number of casualties, on water 
and land, of crime*, conflagrations and trag- 
edies, of great mysteries and of important 
discoveries in each will bo seen to bear a vir- 
tually unvarying ratio to population. No- 
where on tho earth does blind luck or chance, 
as such, reign. Design, intention, purpose, 
exists always and everywhere. 
Like tho 


physical laws of the universe, moral and 
social law is, in its operation, practically 
omnipresent, unvarying 
aud

TIio Corpso Plentifully Sprinkled with 


Hot NVutor, nnd Thcu Carried to the 
Crave—A Description ot TurWsh Ccm- 
C'lorieH nnd Toinlw. 


If a Turk dies, or looks as if he was dead, 


no physician, no inspector, comes to make 
suro" that death has re-ally taken place; but if 
it IID.S not the fact will soon bo established, 
thanks to a procedure- nioro efficient than all 
tin; gentle and refined means in vogue in the 
west to make suro that tbo deceased ib not 
hoaxing bis lit-irs. 


Sran-ely has the lost brea'.h l»on taker. 


whi;:i the corpse is lifted up violently by vig- 
oi'ou-i arms, tho clothing snatched olt, laid on 
the liiigscones in tho mortuary chamber 01 
vi'.-'.ilink', and besprinkled with hot water, 
which is thrown upon' it by tho imam, pro- 
vid.'il with a large pail. Tho sprinkling is re- 
peated tu-o or threo times, so that the family 
run li'.tle danger of seeing tbo deceased resus- 
citated. 


Thus scalded aa a preliminary step, tho 


body is washed and dried. Then it is bo- 
powdered with camphor, and after being 
cove-rod with a- cloth embroidered with verses 
from tho Koran, itis exposed tor several hours 
in tho courtyard. Afterward tho imam returns 
and accompanies tho corpse to its last resting 
place. 


CAIUtriTO THE COFFIN. 


Tho flat, covered bier is usually carried on 


tho shoulders of frionds of tho deceased, or 


those of hired pall bearers. Sometimes 


strangers assume this duty gratuitously, look- 
ing upon it us a pious and meritorious act. 
Tho cortege is made up only of those that 
carry tho cotlln by turns, thus relieving one 
another without stopping. The collln is mndu 
of cocinr, anJ it is seldom varnished, but it is 
covered with ft rug or shawl, nnd them is 
plncc-d at tho bead a turban or a fci"- if the 
de-ceased is a male. 


Tho procession always moves Lustily, not 


for the purpose of getting rid of Iho dismal 
burden, but to hasten tho moment when do- 
coniH.il shall enjoy etorruil repose; for the 
Mussulman believes that tho soul is restless 
and unhappy as long O3 tho corpse is uli- 
bui'iod. This is why threo or four hours only 
elapse between death aud but'is.1. 


On arriving at the conic-lory, tho imam BO 


places tho bier that tho faco of tho deceased 
is turned toward Mecca; ho then npproaclios 
tho brink o.' the grave, and utters a very long 
prayer, the conclusion of which is as follows: 
•'Driivv uear, Mounkir and Nokir, uugols of 
death and ministers of Alliih. Great and 
blessed God, we humbly beseech theo to 
make tho earth light for thy servant. 
May 


hn find grace and mercy with theo. Amen." 
A Christian's prayer does not say anything 
nioro nor any better. 


THE 3YHTE3I OK SEPULTURE. 


According to tbe Koran, the deceased is the 


owner of his grave in perpetuity, and tho ob- 
jectionable system of sepulture in rotation is 
unknown to tbo Mussulmans; and in Con- 
stantinople, in Eyoub and Scutari, tho room 
occupied by cemeteries is almost as extensive 
as that covered by dwellings. 
Within recent 


years it has been found necessary, in order to 
opon roads that have been much needed, to 
curtail and oven suppress some of the ceme- 
teries, but it required an express order from 
thci sultan, which mado tho ulcmas utter tho 
wail ot bigots. 


Tho cypress is pre-eminently tho funeral 


live. Each tomb has to havo its own. And 
Turkish cemeteries become gloomy forests in 
time, which impart to certain oriental land- 
scapes nn aspect singularly stiff nnd somber. 
It is upon tho seashore that these funeral for- 
ests aro found in the greatest abundance. Tho 
trees, being nourished by tho soil fertilized by 
human remains, roach a prodigious sizo and 
boight. The largest and most celebrated of 
these cemeteries is that of Scutari, upon tho 
Asiatic coast of tho Bosphorus; it extends 
over un area nioro than six miles square, 


Tho tombstones are in tho shape of an oval, 


wider at tho top than tbo bottom, and snr- 
moun'ed with a turban or a foz, tho form of 
which, varying greatly, indicates the i-onk of 
,ho deceased. A gilt inscription in Turkish 
cborticters, cut in relief on a blue back- 
ground, gives tho name and enumerates the 
virtues of tlio deceased, and implores divine 
mercy in his behalf. These stones aro some- 
imcs perpendicular, sometimes loaning very 
uuch. In tho lattor caso a hole is dug at 
the boso of thu tomb, intended to catch rain 
;or tho little birds that come to quor.cb thuir 
thirst. 


The dead aro not burlod very deep, and it 


is strange that tho custom does not cause- 
moru sickness than it docs. A largo propor- 
tion of thn epidemics of dysentery and ty- 


icl :'ovor that invade the low quarters of 


Constantinople can be traced to this custom. 
Tho proximity of. tho cadavers to tho top of 
tho ground 
produce, during tbo summer 


night, particularly in swumpy and damp 
cemeteries, n myriad of 
phosphorescent 


lights, which danco and 
flit around the 


tombs, and thoso myriad sparks or fire, 
whilo inspiring the poets, also frighten diil- 
druii.—Kniillo Julliard in The Cosmopolitan.

shaved unless i have gono over liis fac» with 
a razor about six times. Another one likos 
to bo shaved in peace, and will fly oft in n 
towering passion it a word a addressed to 
him from tbo time ho en to re tbe shop. But 
tlio majority, if thoy havo any failings, con- 
ceal them. 


"There bos of late been a great change m 


tho stylo of shaving. A Cow yours ago it was 
tho rulo to lather .1 person twice and givo a 
very close shave: now only ono lather is put 
on and we do not shavo so closely. There is 
good veason for this chance. Wo noticed 
that shaving too closely caused tho beurd to 
grow coarser and to stick out like the hairs 
in o shoe brush: it also ciiusod it to become 
lighter colored. Still I have many custom- 
ers who nsl; for a very close shavo, and ini- 
^igino that it is a good thing to promote tbu 
growth ot tho beard. 


"I cannot tell you," continued the tonsonal 


artist, "what tbo quickest shaving time is. 
Quick shaves aro called railroad shaves by 
us. I have shaved n man in a minute and n 
halt, but of course I would not call it a very 
fine job, and have given a hair cut aod shave 
in eight minutes. My regular time is about 
ten minutes for shaving and twenty to 
twenty-five minutes for a good haircut, but 
when in a hurry 1 often increase my speed, 
and do as good work in less time." 


THE DIKFEK2ST STYLES. 


Tho reporter soon after visited another 


shop, tho proprietor o{ which was at leisure. 
Tbo conversation soon turned to tho different 
stvles of dressiug the hair and beard. 


"Many persons," said the tonsonal artist,
